Army Officer's Straight Advice 

Tainasltiina is a town of about 
25 .CO' I inhabitants, on the shores of 
the inland sea of japan, famed for 
its beautiful scenery. Some years 
ago there lived in the town a man 
who had been a member of the 
County Council, and who took part 
in an election of the House of Peers'. 
the candidate being a relative of his. 
Certain irregularities occurred and 
a court action followed. 

Taking the advice of his lawyers 
this moil "confessed only half of 
what he had done. Rut his con- 
science rebuked him to such an ex- 
tent that when he heard Colonel 
Yamamuro, the Army's Chief Secre- 
tary, was within, three hundred miles 
of his home he determined to go 
and ask his advice. He told the 
Colonel that should he make a full 
confession three results would fol- 
low. First, he would implicate quite 
a number of his associates who had 
gone free; secondly, owing to the 
state of his health, it seemed pro- 
bable that he would die in jail: his 
three children would become or- 
phans and be known a* the children 
of a father who had died in prison. 
On the other hand his life would 
be made most unhanpy by his un- 
heeded conscience. What was he to 
do? He had' thought of suicide. 

The Colonel urged him. at . all 
costs, to make free and full confes- 
sion, 'If,* said he, "a few more 



people arc found out. that cannot hf. 
helped — they have done wrong and 
must he prepared to pay' the penalty. 
Then, if you must die. it would be 
better to die in jail with a clear 
conscience than in your luxurious 
home in a stale of soul unrest. How- 
ever, before you die, be sure to 
telegraph me and I will come and 
take note of your last u r-h.es. and let 
the people know the facts of the 
case. In this manner even your 
punishment may he a deterrent to 
other*. Lastly, it is fortunate that 
you have certain means', because we 
should be able to make suitable ar- 
rangements for your children.' 

The man listened carefully and 
almost yielded, then hesitated. The 
Colonel thereupon gave him a Bible, 
which he had used for many years, 
and had earefitlly marked. The 
well-nigh distracted man sought 
earnestly in this for light and for 
confirmation of the advice given. 
We next find him accompanying the 
Colonel on a tour in that disticl. 
He attended every Meeting for a 
week, and finally decided to do what 
was right. He made full confession. 

That such a public man should 
be willing to humble himself so 
completely was a great surprise to 
ihc authorities, and. in view of all 
the circumstances, it was decided to 
let him go free. He did not. ereate 
as many additional offenders as he 
had imagined, and of course he did 
not die in jail. The children are very 
happy, growing r.p, in a Christian 
home, and the man is constantly 
helping the Army's work,

Where the 
disease has not progressed too far' 
many sufferers have been completely 
restored to health, while many crip- 
ples and paralytics have regained the 
use of limbs they had thought were 
for ever useless. One man who was 
so helpless that he had to be carried 
into the Home from the streets, is 
now able to work, and has been seen 
even to dance 1 

Not only are efforts made to mend 
the vagrants physically, but their 
spiritual health is just as carefully 
attended to. From the beginning, in 
accordance with established Army 
principles, this care for the moral and 
spiritual well-being has been given 
prominent place. Regular Meetings 
are held where the glorious possibil- 
ity of being made spiritually .whole is 
made known. Special classes aic 
held for (he younger inmates ot the 
Home, who also have the advantage 
of receiving instruction in a Day 
School held in connection with the 
Institution. 

The spiritual results of the work- 
have been highly gratifying, a large 
number of those who liave passed 



through the I loin-, having found 
Christ. At a recent Army demonstra- 
tion held in Colombo, some of the 
men from the Vagrants' Home sang a ' 
song in English, the rendering bem<i 
most creditable. Among the singers 
were three men each minus one leg. 
a blind boy, and a man who had been 
paralysed but who. through the treat- 
ment he had received at (he lionh: 
was now able to walk, and also to 
work. To hear them sing, "Oh, mag- 
nify the Lord with me," was a 
touching experience. 

Much good is being accomplished 
also among Ceylon's unhappy woman- 
hood. During the past seven yean 
324 women and girls have passed 
through The Army's Home r.L Llorel- 
la. nineteen of them were admitted 
direct from prison. One hundred and 
eight of the women have been re- 
stored (o their homes and families, 
seventy have been found work, and 
six have been happily man it:*. The 
Women's Social Officer keep i-.i touch 
with the wumeii when they have left 
the protection of the Home, and good 
results have been secured in prac- 
tically every case. 

One of the most interesting 
branches of Social effort in' Ceylon 
is the work done in the prisons. Meet- 
ings are conducted by Army O Utters 
every Sunday in the principal prisons 
in the island, as many as four hun- 
dred prisoners congregating at ;i 
single service to listen to the procla- 
mation of n Liberator from sin's 
fetters. 

Meetings with prisoners 

During the past year no fewer than 
13.700 men and women prisoners at- 
tended the Meetings held in the Col- 
ombo Jail alone, while our Officers 
spent 320 hours in cell-to-cell visita- 
tion. 1,375 prisoners being personally 
dealt with. Bibles. Scripture portions, 
and Army literature arc distributed 
among the men and women, and 
many living in spiritual darkness 
have been led into the light of Sal- 
vation, leaving the prison wiib chang- 
ed desires and a brighter outlook un 
life. 

One remarkable case of conversion 
was that of a Buddhist imprisoned 
in Welikade Jail. Finding Christ 
through the ministrations of Army 
Officers, he became an out-and-out 
Salvationist, bis life in the prison 
being such that, though a prisoner, be 
was respected by prison officials anil 
fellow prisoners alike. For a number 
of years he was a shining light within 
those prison walls, a testimony to the 
power of God to save and to keep 
which was not lost upon those before 
whoni he lived. Not long ago, he 
passed away. Just before tiic end, at 
midnight, tie said to a warden, "Tell 
the Captain, when he comes, that 1 
have gone home to Heaven.''

One of the first essentials in the 
service of Christ is separation from 
the world. His teaching on this 
subject could not he plainer than 
il is, and in the very nature of things 
it is to be expected that in follow- 
ing Him we should turn our backs 
upon all that is unlike Him.

To think of being like Him 
because wc have to, is to put things 
on a very low level. If walking in 
His steps has become our life-pur- 
pose there will be no room for 
doubt as to whether we will not 
gladly show this in our mode of 
Jiving, 

The Founders of the Salvation 
Army right early in their religious 
work demonstrated the clearness of 
their vision as to what was right 
and what was wrong, and having 
the courage of their convictions 
they boldly preached and practiced 
accordingly. The adoption of the 
Army uniform grew out of this. 
It provided for a clean-cut separ- 
ation from the world, and the Sal- 
vationist of to-day needs to carc- 
fillly safeguard such a precious heri- 
tage. A very little hit of worldli- 
ness will nullify the good effect of 
a lot of uniform. An Army bonnet 
— that beautiful symbol of separa- 
tion from the world — counts for 
very little, if indeed it is not put to 
shame, when below its wearer's face 
the fashion of the world is followed . 
in neck, exposure. The soul-thrill- 
ing music which the Army Bands- 
man gives the listening crowd loses 
much, if not all, of its true value 
if on the hand that carries the in- 
strument is displayed a leaning to- 
wards the fashions of the world in 
the shape of a ring. 

The sorrow one must feel in 
dwelling on these things, and their 
peculiar significance, is intensified 
when one realises that men and wo- 
men displaying these weaknesses are 
oftrn. prrsons of admittedly fine 
Christian character, doing work 
which is u'ond in many ways, and 
capiiMe "f wielding slili greater in- 
tuu-iicc. if only their eyes were open 
to things as they really arc.

Controlled by two forces 

The earth is like a hall spinning 
round and round, hut it is not al- 
lowed to run just anywhere. Ft is 
controlled by two forces — one from 
the centre, and the other from the 
outside. The outside force pulls 
hard' to get it away from the line. 
The inside force keeps it from fly- 
ing off. Sometimes the one pre- 
vails, sometimes the other. That is 
why the circle is not perfect, hul 
rather oblong. 

If the earth got overpowered by 
the outside force it would fly off in 
a tangent, "mid there would be a 
fearful smashing among the stars 
as il bolted through. The same 
thing would happen if any of the 
other planets got overpowered in 
the same way.

BANDIT LEADER 

Protects Orphans during Adventurous 
Journey 

How eighteen hundred orphan 
children were rescued from the hinter- 
land of Asia Minor and guarded diir- 
jn.r an adventurous five hundred mile 
ioiirnev to the sea, is told in a Press 
ilcsiKitch from Beirut. 

The country through which the 
.■iiravnn was obliged to travel from 
Inrput is one of the wildest in all 
Asiatic Turkey, infested by robber 
\-inds and pillaging tribes engaged in 
oiitiininus guerrilla warfare, so that 
■He Xear Fast Relief, which made the 
arrangements for the transportation 
ni the children — they have now hcon 
shipped safely by sea to Constanti- 
nople, where they are being placed in 
American orphanages— had well jus- 
tified fears concerning the outcome of 
the undertaking. 

One of the most notorious robber 
chiefs haunting the district— perhaps 
the best-known brigand in Asia Minor 
to-clav— called the Sherif of Agda. 
was feared above all, owing io his 
previous persecution of the Armen- 
ians. Hearing that, according to 
legends current throughout the coun- 
try, the Sherif Agda had one redeem- 
ing trait, namely, a great fondness 
for children, the Near East Relief 
director. Howard Mac.afee of Kansas 
City, took the hull by the horns by 
inviting Agda himself to protect the 
orphans' caravan against the attacks 
of other hrigands. 

The chief accepted ihe commission, 
and. with thirty of his best horsemen. 
armed to the teeth, accompanied the 
caravan, which was thus able to ac- 
complish the difficult journey without 
any serious casually, despite all the 

dangers. 

COTTON CROP THREATENED 

The devastations of the boll weevil 
In the cotton fields of the Southern 
United States, are reported to be 
alarming. 

Last year it destroyed 79 per cent, 
of the cotton- growing in the United 
Stales. This is an increase of 37 l™r 
cent, over 1920, and the end is not 
yet. Reports coining in for this year 
ieml lo show a considerable increase 
over 1921, Last month alone, the 
damage is estimated al 830,000 bales, 
and if the rate of destruction keeps 
on going up, it may soon amount to 
a million bides a month. 

"It is not impossible, "says the 
Now York Herald, "that unless an 
effective agent against the boll weevil 
is found, the production of cotton in 
ihe United States will he completely 
blotted out." 

So serious is the situation that it 
has been suggested hv a Senator that 
cotton planting should he stopped for 
n year, when the weevils would die

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Protects Orphans during Adventurous 
Journey 

Mow eighteen hundred orphan 
children were rescued from the hinter- 
land of Asia Minor and guarded dur- 
ing ;m adventurous five hundred mile 
ioiirnev to the sea, is told in a Press 
despatch from Beirut. 

The country through which the 
caravan was obliged to travel from 
larput is one of the wildest in all 
Asiatic Turkey, infested by robber 
■■lands and pillaging tribes engaged in 
■niuiniious guerrilla warfare, so that 
-he Near East Relief, which made the 
arrangements for the transportation 
.-if the children — they have now hcen 
shipped safely by sea to Constanti- 
nople, where they arc being placed in 
American orphanages — had well jus- 
tified fears concerning the outcome of 
the undertaking. 

One of the most notorious robber 
chiefs haunting the district — perhaps 
the best-known brigand in Asia Minor 
to-day— called the Sherif of Agda. 
was feared above all, owing to his 
previous persecution of the Armen- 
ians. Ikaring that, according to 
legends current throughout the coun- 
try, the Sherif Agda had one redeem- 
ing trait, namely, a great fondness 
for children, the' Near East Relief 
director. Howard Macafec of Kansas 
City, took the bull by the horns by 
inviting Agda himself to protect tin.' 
orphans' caravan against the attacks 
fit other brigands. 

The chief accepted ihc commission, 
and, with- thirty of his best horsemen, 
armed to the teeth, accompanied the 
caravan, which was thus able to ac- 
complish the difficult journey without 
any serious casually, despite all the 
da ngers. 

COTTON CROP THREATENED 

The devastations of the boll weevil 
in the cotton fields of the Southern 
United States, are reported to be 
alarming. 

. Last year it destroyed 79 per cent. 
of the cotton, growing in the United 
States. This is an increase of 37 per 
cent, over 1920, and the end is not 
yet. Reports coining in for this year 
tend to show a considerable increase 
over 1921, Last month alone, the 
damage is estimated at 830,000 bales, 
and if the rate of destruction keeps 
mi going up, it may soon amount to 
a million IsAles a month, 

"It is not impossible, "says thc 
New Vork Herald, "that unless an 
effective agent against the boll weevil 
is found, the production of cotton in 
the United States will be completely 
blotted out." 

So serious is the situation that it 
has been suggested by a Senator that 
cotton planting should he slopped for 
a year, when the weevils would die 
fur want of. nourishment.

Important remains of the fort aryr 
still found on Christian Island. It 
was originally 73 feet square, flank- 
ed by four bastions solidly built in 
stone and mortar.

Xot long ago a brass 
cannon three feet long, clearly aban- 
doned by the Jesuits on their flight, 
was dug up by a" Indian, and is 
now in the Penelanguishene Museum. 
The broken remains of the chapel 
bell, together with brass utensils and 
coins of the period, have also been 
recovered. The ruins are to lie 
fenced and guarded and prolectcd, a 
tardy recognition of their importance 
as a Canadian historic site.

RADIO IN CHINA 



Although radio is new and not 
highly developed in China, yet that 
country has the largest regular com- 
mercial service using wireless instead 
of land wire. In fact a writer in 
"Radio Sews" thinks that China is 
likely to be thc first country in the 
world to establish a satisfactory com- 
mercial network of wireless tele- 
phones, for the very simple reason 
that land lines have never been in- 
stalled. "Because of the great dis- 
tances to be covered and the difficulty 
of procuring land even to plant tele- 
phone poles, thc wireless telephone 
may solve one of the greatest coni- 
inuiircatioiial difficulties between 
China's 1900 walled cities." And then 
Shanghai is so situated as to be one 
of the world's great radio centers.

Hovv to Treat Him 

The Band Recruits of today arc 
going to he the Band Locals and 
Bandsmen of to-morrow. With such 
a possibility in view, a high stand- 
ard, both spiritually and musically 
should be kept before the Recruit. 
When a young Bandsman starts out 
he should' be made to feci that he 
is a Soldier firstly, then a Bandsman, 
and according to the sacrifice and 
energy that lie put? into his labors 
as a Bandsman, fo will his (cward he 
in future years. In dealing with 
young Kandsnicii. it doesn't do to take 
theni a«. a whole, hut according to 
their different temperaments or na- 
tures they should he dealt with indi- 
vidually. If a young lad does any- 
thing, "or behaves in a manner that 
causes anxiety in any way. he should 
he called quietly aside and spoken to 
in a firm but kind manner and made 
to feel that such a privaic conversa- 
tion is for his own benefit and future 
welfare as an Army Bandsman. 

The young Bandsman should he 
made lo /eel. "also, that lie is not 
merely in the Hand to play an instru- 
ment, but to speak, sing, or pray 
whenever the opportunity is afforded 
li Fin, A good way of encouraging 
this is to get them to speak or pray 
in the meetings held privately in the 
Band-room, thus encouraging them to 
do so publicly 

The Ilnndmasicr or Band Sergeant 
should watch the young Bandsmen as 
they take their places' in the Dand. 
and endeavor to find out their partic- 
ular weaknesses or hesetmeuts. and 
.-just where they arc lacking they 
should be put on their guard and shep- 
herded by a little advice and help. 
Sometimes a young Bandsman will 
take advantage of any particular in- 
terest that may lie manifested in him 
and become a little independent. If 
such be the ease he should he •Oiown 
that while hi-, services are acceptable, 
yet aL the same time the Baud could 
still carry on without the same. There 
are time's when we are apt to take 
too much notice of the faults and 
mistakes of young Bandsmen and 
overlook the good qualities. We 
should be just as prompt in recog- 
nizing the good points in a Bandsman 
as in acknowledging those which may 
be a hindrance to him. When dealing 
witli young Bandsmen let us remem- 
ber that ai one lime we were hoys 
Ourselves, and that we should Jo unto 
Others as we would have ihem do 
unto us.

By Territorial Bandmaster Punchard, Great Britain. 
II.— THE CARE OF INSTRUMENTS AND MUSIC. 



MAXV Hands have spent con- 
siderable sums uf money on 
purchase of instruments, and 
all arc constantly spending money on 
the purchase of music. This money- 
is usually very hard to raise, and the 
spending' of it is carefully guarded 
by the Regulations, but no rules' have 
been framed that will make a man 
careful of his instrument or his 
music- It is evidently intended lo 
leave that to his common sense, ami 
in his conception of what is the right 
thing to he done with properly that 
is entrusted to him. 

It is, nevertheless, a lamentable fact 
that in many Bands instruments are 
vcrv carelessly handled, and music 
lost' or destroyed, ail for ihe lack of 
judicious oversight and gystem. 
Trustees of instruments 

There is a great saving in wear 
and tear of instruments if leather cas- 
es arc provided. This particularly 
applies to the larger instruments. 
Very often. 100, a small repair at- 
tended to immediately will save a 
large hill later. 

The Bandmaster should, of course, 
keep an eye on the condition of in- 
struments, and if his Band is a large 
one. niiglu adopt a plan which 1 find 
very advantageous, namely, the ap- 
pointment of a man lo look after re- 
pairs and replacement of fittings, etc. 
By this the Bandmaster is relieved 
of much of. ilic detail. He should, 
however, sec that 110 repair or pur- 
chase of fitting is carried) out without 
his sanction, and before the account 
for such work is paid, it should be 
seen and initialled by the Bandmaster. 

Bandsmen should regard themselves 
as trustees of the instruments during 
the time (hey hold them, and ac- 
cordingly answerable for their con- 
dition. _ 

The instruments should also be ade- 
quately insured, For a comparatively 
small sum they can be insured against 
fire, burglary, and theft, and also 
against damage other than trifling in- 
juries. The insurance can he effected 
lo cover fire risks occurring every- 
where. Thus if a Bandsman has a 
fire or burglary at his home and his 
instrument is destroyed or stolen, the 
insurance policy 1 have suggested 



would provide for its replacement in 
the same manner as if ihe fire or 
theft occurred at the Hall, or at any 
place where |hc Band is giving a fes- 
tival. It also covers the risks of loss 
while on a journey, which to a Band 
like Chalk Farm, that does consider- 
able travelling, is very necessary. 

It may he a good suggestion for 
Canadian Bandmasters to discuss this 
matter with their Corps Officers, as 
fires and thefts need to be guarded 
against. 

The condition of the music of many 
of our Bands is a discredit both to the 
men and those who have the manage- 
ment of the Band. The music sheets 
are loose and torn, and also cannot be 
found when required, and as a con- 
sequence, the Band is kept waiting 
when a journal number is given out. 
The loss of a few sheets then becomes 
a good excuse to purchase a new book 
as soon as the book is completed and 
published. 

1 am informed that one Band reg- 
ularly "scraps" all its loose sheets as 
soon as the complete book is pub- 
lished, and these books are purchased, 
1 regard this as a gross waste of 
money. 

What is the remedy? The whole 
thing is quite simple. First, a Librar- 
ian—who doesn't mind a little work 
— should be appointed. 

Collected after use 

A Journal guard should be procur- 
ed for each man from the Trade De- 
partment, Albert St., Toronto. The 
price is very reasonable. When a 
new Journal is issued the Bandsmen's 
books should be collected by the libr- 
arian, say on the Sunday night after 
the Mcciing. At his convenience he 
pastes the Journal in the 'guard"' and 
brings the whole set of books to the 
next practice. On no account should 
a man be allowed to retain a loose 
Journal, even on a promise to paste 
it in himself. He will probably for- 
get! At least, that has Seen my ex- 
perience. The rule is so enforced in 
Chalk Farm Band that I myself can 
Only secure a loose sheet from the 
librarian on ihe condition that I be- 
come personally responsible to- see it 
is returned 10 hitr. at an eariv date.
